. 5-8 Side Behind Side Touch Right (Grapevine Right) 
on 9-16 DoSaDo Opposited with four short two-steps 
ne 17-20 Side Behind Side Touch Left (Grapevine Left) 
@® 21-24 Side Behind Side Touch Right (Grapevine Right) 
@® 25-32 Pass Though opposite couple and proceed to the next couple 


with four two-steps
